“In Flanders Field the Poppies blow 

Between the Crosses ow on row.” 

In the year 1921 the blood-red Poppy 
of Flanders was adopted as the Nat- 
jonal emblem of Remembrance for 
Canada, to be worn every November 
llth., in tribute to those who gave 
their lives in foreign fields, to those 
they left dependent, and to those gal- 
Jant men who are still suffering from 
wounds and physical impairment. 

The first year the Poppies sold 
throughout Canada were made by the 
women and children of France, but 
the next year and every succeeding 
year, the Poppies were made by our 
own disabled Veterans, who realized 
and appreciated their significance. 

In 1923 the first Vetcraft Shop 
was established and since that time 
the manufacture of artificial poppies 
has increased from a few thousand 
to over four million, 

Would you like to visit a Vetcraft 
Shop in Toronto?

Over there that white haired man 
is John, nearby, Bill, is patiently toll- 
ing away — yes, he is white-haired 
too and his face is lined, he still suf- 
fers great pain.

They are needed because cer- 
tain operations in Poppy Making re- 
quire the skill of more nimble fingers 

In this Toronto Vetcraft Shop the 
Poppy Maker cuts and shapes the 
many varied parts that make up our 
millions of Poppies and thousands of 
Wreaths. 

The Legion needs these Poppies so 
that through that through thelr dis- 
tribution its work of service by Dom- 
inion, Provincial and local branches 
may be carried on. 

The people of Canada need these 
Poppies. Here in Raymond every 
school child and every citizen has 
need of these poppies in order that 
once a year — for a day, at least, 
they may participate in the Act of 
Remembering those, who sacrificed 
their lives for the freedom we enjoy.
